Missouri Is now' on tho eve 
of an­ 
other session of the general assem­ 
bl}’, daring which needed legislation 
m ust he passed or else delayed for 
a full two years. At the last session 
some effort was made for the pas­ 
sage of a law’ giving cities the right 
to adopft a commission form of gov­ 


ernm ent in place of the antiquated 
ward system now' in vogue, but for 
some reason or other, possibly lack 
of organiaMon, 
the 
legislature ad­ 
journed without any headway being 
gained. 
At that time, in spite of the facr 
that Joplin and Springfield sent large 
delegations, headed by 
the mayors 
of the two cities, to the legislature, 
asking for new charters which em­ 
bodied the principal features of the 
commission plan, the effort failed. 
This year a bill will be presented 
of a broader 
nature—an 
enabling 
act, giving all cities up to and in­ 
cluding those of the third class, the 
right to amend their charters so as 
to adopt the modern plan. 
Both the old party platforms, as 
vrell as that of the progressive par 
ty ; contained planks declaring for an 
enabling act giving these cities the 
power to amend their charters so 
as to adopt the commission plan. In 
face of the heavy democratic 
ma­ 
jority the politicians who do not fa­ 
vor the spread of the new' plan, even 
in the smaller municipalities, 
will 
have a hard time getting away from 
the platform declaration. 
It would seem, therefore, that with 
conceded action on the part of those 
v ho favor 
this 
legislation 
there 
ought to he no trouble in bringing 
it about. 
There is, or was. 
a 
“league of 
Missouri Municipalities” in existence 
two years ago that worked hard for 
the legislation, but it. did not became 
a potential factor because it did not 
represent all the cities in the state 
that would benefit by its passage. 
Some of the cities were represent 
ed strongly, others by only a few’ 
and still others by none at all. 
If 
the league is still in existence, and 
it doubtless is, it will probably take 
up the work strain. 
But however devoted to the idea 
the officers of the league r a y be it 
can not 
accomplish 
results unless 
the cities get behind it with all the 
power they possess, lf they do then 
can w'e hope to take the 
step for­ 
ward that has brought such immeas- 
tireable benefits to all those munici­ 
palities in states surrounding us that 
have adopted the plan.

to Lucile Cameron. 19-year-old Min ne 


apolis girl, who recently appeared as 


a witness against him before the fed 


eral grand 2ary, where indictm ents 


charging him with violation of the 
Mann white slave act were returned. 
Th© ceremony was performed at 
the home of Johnson's aged ntothei 
on the South side by H. A. Roberts 
a negro preacher, In the presence o 
a few persona. 
A crowd of nearly 1,000 men and 
women gat bored outside the house, 
and a squad of police was kept busy 
maintaining cider. 
The plan of having a moving pic­ 
ture film made of the wedding cere 
mony, for which Johnson was to hav» 
received $5,000, was abandoned at til* 
last moment because Chief of Holier 
McWeeny prohibited it. 
“The whole affair is antagonistic to 
public policy and morals generally,’ 
said Chief McWeeny, in ruling agains 
the plan to have a motion picture film 
made of the wedding ceremony. 
A white w mian was ordered from 
the house before the ceremony be­ 
cause she "offended” Johnson by ask 
ing too many questions. 
After the wedding 
an 
elaborate 
chicken dinner was served the guests* 
a large wedding cake and numerous 
floral pieces being features of the 
tab le decorations. 
Johnson an i the girl have planned 
to start today on a trip. 
Johnson first made application foi 
a m arriage license to L. C. Legner 
clerk of the m arriage license office. 
The Cameron girl was not with him, 
and when the prize fighter stated thai 
she would not be 19 years old until 
February t h e clerk, following a rule 
oT the office of not issuing a license 
unless the girl is present to swear ti 
her age, declined to issue the per 
mil. 
The negro then appealed to Robert 
M . S w itz e r, county clerk, who over 
ruled 
Legner, 
and 
Johnson

away, grinning, with the document.

ut monopoly has its origin, not as 
much with those who desire the en­ 
forcement of the law*, as with those 
who are anxious to secure a safe 
means of its evasion. 
An enumera­ 
tion by statute of the different prac­ 
tices which, in and of them selves, 1 
without regard to the circumstances 
of particular cases, should 
be 
de­ 
clared illegal will either go too far 
or not far enough.” 


I he attorney general takes issue 
w ith the decision of Judges Halt. Put-j 
nam and Brown at Boston, authoriz­ 
ing the hearing in private before an 
examiner of the civil anti trust suit 
against the United Shoe Machinery 
company, and asks for legislation ad­ 
mitting the public and representatives 
of the press to such hearing?. 
“The derision, it appears lo me.” 
continues Mr. Wickersham, “la based 
upon a manifest misconception of the 
nature of the proceedings and 
the 
character of the parties. 
When the 
government of the United States is a 
party to a sui”, and particularly to a 
suit brought under the Sherman anti­

Point­ 
ing to the Caci that the gov* rnment 
was unable to secure a temporary 
injunction restraining the exportation 
of 920,000 bags of coffee, gaid to Vie 
stored in New York city under the 
valorization 
scheme,

attorney 
general recommends the enactment of 
an amendment 
to the Wilson law, 
authorizing Hie seizure by the gov­ 
ernment in the state of entry of mer­ 
chandise imnorted for the purposes of

Objections to the commerce court, 
iii the judgment of Mr. WicKcrsham, 
would bo m e t t v legislation requiring 
the interstate commerce commission 
to stato in its report., as a basis for 
its order, the findings of fact and the 
reasons on which the order is based; 
provided the: all finding of f ic* and 
conclusions of policy appearing in the 


rep o rt shall ne final and conclusive; 
and limiting court review exclusively 
to questions of law* arising u *011 the 
com m ission’s report. 
As a result of the decision of the 
suurenie court holding that the coni 
meree court has no power to review 
socalled “negative” orders cif the in­ 
terstate com m erce commission, 
the 
attorney general 
recommend? 
that 
the* law he* amended so that the com­ 
merce court will have jurisdiction to 
review' all et-ors of law in respect to 
orders of tho commission which deny 
relief to shippers or others, just as 
the court now' has power to review 
orders granting relief. 
The practi­ 
cal result of the present situation, he 
adds, is that relief against errors of 
law* by the commission is limited to 
the railroads and denied to the chip­ 
pers. 
In connection with the suit against 
the Ixdiigh Valley railroad company 
under the commodities clause of the 
interstate commerce act, because of 
its alleged ownership and transporta­ 
tion of the coal of the Lehigh Valley 
Coal company, the attorney general

isfy the demands of the law as in­ 
terpreted by ibe supreme court.

been originally issued to and distrib­ 
uted among the stockholders of the 
railroad company, pro rata, but which

he sold by Jhe stockholders without 
regard to their continued holding oi 
stock in the railroad companv.

Beat the sugar into the eggs; add the 
lemon rind, then the flour, sifted three 
times with the salt and baking powder; 
and, lastly, the milk. -Bake in a but­ 
tered dripping pan; turn out on a damp 
cloth, trim off the crisp edges; spread 
with jelly and turn over ami over into 
a roll while still warm. Dredge the top 
with powdered sugar. 


Hot milk used in the jelly roll en­ 
ables it to l>e rolled without danger of 
cracking.
